CSI approves 
geothermal 
water pact

TWIN FALLS - College of Southern Idaho trustees 
voted Monday to settle a lawsuit spanning more than 
two years and a dozen organizations tapping gcothcr- 
• mol wells in Twin Falls and Jerome counties. 

CSTs attorney, John Rosholt, said the toptativp ogreo- 
ment must still bo j\aprovcd by the state Department of 
Water Rcsourcos and the organizations topping n com- 
mon hot-water aquifer with CSI. But the prominent 
water-rights attorney said DWR Director Kenneth 
Dunn and five "major players," including CSI, oppeur 
ready to accept the agreement. 

"With the board's approval, that would be all of the 
major players," Rosholt said. 

The ogreement lowers each organization's current 
rights to hot water, but many arc not drawing their full 
' amotint anyway. It also limits future thresholds of use 
and creates a mechanism to check whether the aquifer 
is being drained faster thaa it can fill back up. 

The agreement proposes each participant report quar- 
terly to DWR the levels of fiow, pressure and tem- 
perature of hot water from its well. After pressure in its 

■ two wells dropped substantially, CSI filed suit in March 
. 1985 to limit water taken from the aquifer and prohibit 

new rights to the water from being granted. 

Using thot information provided under the . 
agreement, DWR will calculate whether the aquifer con 
recharge itself. • 

Those levels of use arc not currently monitored. But 
the agreement also requires participants to put measur- 
ing devices on their wells. 

Partiriponts will pay DWR Sl.OOO a year for at least 
five years to collect the information. And no new geo- 
thermal permits will be opproved for this area during 
those five years. 

Rosholt said if there is extro water found during the 
studies, morC'righls will bo distributed proportionate to 
' each organizotion’s current rights. 

But if the aquifer cannot recharge itself under the 
ogreement, it’s back to the drawing board, basing each 
«>rg nni7n trQ~n'fl right to thc w ntcr on when its right was 
filed, he said. 

"From that standpoint, we don’t give anything up,” 

' said Rosholt, referring to CSI's soco'nd-oldcst right filed 
June 1978. 

Thc oldest pertinent right is held by a company based 
in Tulsa, Okla., Professional Investors Life Insurance 
Co., which uses thc water to raise fish. 

Professional holds a right for 6 cubic-fcct-pcr-sccond 
of water from a well on the north side of thc Snake 
River in Jerome County. The agreement would limit 
Professional to 4.5 cfs for fish-raising and potentially 
another 4.6 for power g ener ation. But it lakes only 3 cfs 
now, Rosholt said. 

One cfs equals about 460 gallons-pcr-minute. 

CSI holds total rights for nearly 9 cfs, but uses only 1. ' 

- 21-cfs now.. Thc-ogrccmcnt would limit thc school’s. dc-_ 
vclopmcnt to 6 cfs.

Media has missed the real story on Contra hearings 


There has been on unconBcionnblc rcluc* 
Uince by the mans media to apell out pro* 
.ciHcly the etakea involved in the game of 
try*to-catch-UH*in*a*lie that the administra- 
tion has been playing with Congrcfla and 
tlie country all thcae months. 

The stakes, of course, arc the continua- 
tion of n democratic way of life that until - 
now has been accepted without much 
-thought us a birthright in perpetuity, 
thanks to the Founding Fathers. The White 
House's actions, largely carried out by mili- 
tary ofTiccrs both active and retired, have 
now put that in doubt. Ifyou have felt the 
earth move slightly under your feet, it is 
. not your imagination. 

The mpjor news organizotions have been 
mostly silent on this, but slowly, painfully 
and perhapifcvcn nervously, a few publica- 
tions and handful of congressmen have 
been giving voice to their darkest concerns 
about what the Iran-Contra affair has 
really meant to the country. 

The New York Time.s in a recent editorial 
referred to a “rogue government.” The New 
Republic pinpointed the military involve- 
ment in un article this month entitled “The 
ColoneJ.s' Coup.” Joan Didion, writing in 
The New York Review of Books, traced the 
origins of Lt. Col. Oliver North’s operation 
back to the early dnyij of the administra- 
tion and outlined the goals of President 
Reagan's true believers in Central America 
‘ — Nicaragua today, Cuba tomorrow. Hcrc —

and there have been snippets and intima- 
tions that have been more or less left hang- 
ing in the air. I 

Probably the bluntest and most compre- 
hensive article oa to what has been at stake 
in the controversy was by Elizabeth Drew, 
writing in the June 22 issue ofThc New 
Yorker. “If the administration was per- 
fectly within its rights to do what it did, 
why the secrecy?" she wrote. 

“If such an evasion of the law can be car- 
ried out, if the enfeguards in our system of 
government con be so easily subverted, our 
constitutional system is finished. The Iran- 
Contra affair was a constitutional 
breakdown." 

That is tho foul little fact underlying nil 
the activities and the fabrications of recent 
months, but it is one that most of the media 
could not bring themselves to utter. The 
television networks, in particular, have be- 
haved shamelessly; not one documentniy 
hour has been devoted to exploring the ram- 
ifications of the Iran-Contra affair in 
terms of its constitutional effects, despite 
the hours of "Nightline" and the authorita- 
tive posturings of television anchors and 
correspondents. - - - 


I It was left to ono“of tho committee mem- 
bers probing tho Iron affair, Ropi Dante 
Fascoll, D-Fla., to put into words what even 
Drew, Didion and Tho Now York Times 
stopped short of suggesting. Fascell closed 
the loop, as they say, probably much to tho 
discomfort of tho committee and tho mass 
media covering tho hearings, which did not 
sec fit to repeat his words in the WTap-ups 
and excerpts of that day’s session. 

Addressing Nort h directly, he tried to ex- 
plain what has been troubling him, despite 
North's obvious patriotism and loyalty. At 
one point, ho said: "I keep asking myself, 
how come I don't feel so good?" 

Part of tho answer was that "We the 
people, in order to form a more perfect 
union. Colonel North, have Instead adopted 
the values of a totalitarian government, at 
least tompomrily, in an effort to enhance 
democracy .... In the process! we have shred- 
ded our own democratic process," he said. , 

Possibly catalyzed by North's bravura 
performance, other committee members 
also come close to soying tho same thing in, 

stronger terms than they had used thus 

far. They spoke of the breakdown of the 
democratic process — which, of course, h'od 
been alluded to before, but not as 
powerfully. More important, they repeat- 
edly pointed out that the administration's 
philosophy, as embodied by North, was on 
odaptation of th<5 Communii^ credo that 
the end justifies the means. ' —

In other words, and in so many words, . 
totalitarian, however temporary. 

Tho implications are obvious. Tho end re- 
sult of a “rogue government,” unless 
checked, inevitably is more roguery., A con- 
stitutional breakdown can lead to a Consti- 
tution in name only. Giving the military, re- 
tired or not, the right to raise men and 
money to fight a war without CongrcBs’ or 
Thc-peoplc’s approval can lead to a de facto 
military government. 

These arc the facts'in the Iran-Contra af- 
fair that the media have shirked and that 
override all others, not whether there is a 
"smoking gun" or who told who what and 
who did or did not know about this or that 


By pursuing the alleged "legalities" to 
the detriment of the principles violatcd;tho 
media have played it safe and have failed- 
in their responsibility to keep the public 
informed. The news has to bo more than 
the sum total of a single day's news story; it 
is also history, and history to be understood' 
must be placed in context. 

Even now it is doubtful that the press 
and television will explore tho validity of • 
Rep. Fascell's words. But if they decide , . 
that Reagan has won because nobody fin-,’,]],' 
gored him. they are Just putting off the day 
when they will have to confront the next - 
constitutional crisis.

Reagan may be pushing too hard for pact with Soviets 


The president of a prestigious New En- 
gland educational institution, who also hap- 
pens to be a longtime observer of U.S.-So- 
viet affairs, worried the other day thot Pre- 
sident Reagan may bo "too anxious” for a 
summit meeting with Soviet lender MikhoiJ 
S. Gorbochev, 

His point was that Reagan, his presi- 
dency in trouble because of the Iran-Contra 
affair, might be tempted to accept a flawed 
arms-control deal — or one whoso full impli- 
cations have not been thought through — 
in order to bring off a Gorbachev visit to 
the United States. 

- - The administration dismisses such. . . - 

speculation. As one official said Thursday, 
"The president has made it clear that he'd 
like to have a treaty, and ho would like to 
have a summit this year. But he’s perfectly 
cajjable of walking away from it if he can’t 
get the right arrangement." 

The Soviets, however, arc plainly trying 
to use tho prospect of n summit meeting to 
squeeze concessions on arms reduction out 

— of-WnshingtonrAn d - wi th'RCngnn’gTnouth 

watering for a solid accomplishment during 
the final months of his troubled ' 
presidency, you ha%’e to wonder whether ho 
is really immune to temptation. 

It is self-evident that a summit meeting 
should be a means to an end — to put the 
final touches onto agreements for 
significant, verifiable arms reductions, for 
example — rather than an end in itself. In 
real life, however, things don’t work out 
that way. There are too many people, here 
and abroad, who arc so nervous about U.S. 
•Soviet tensions that they demand periodic 
summit mcoting.s n.s reassuring proof that 
the'two great powers are not on the verge 


.The Public Employees Retirement Sys- 
tem has a stormy history.

The sensible answer would be annual 
summit meetings, held without regard to 
whether the political weather is fair or 
foul. But neither side has been willing to 
take such suggestions scriou.sly. U.S. pre- 
sidents look on well-timed summits os 
plums that pay dividends in terms of 
domestic politics. And the Soviets, not 
-being stupid, treat summits os bait to be . . . 
dangled before salivating American 
leaders. 

During his first four years in office, 
Reagan showed little discernible interest in 
summits or arms control. 

The president, though, seemingly be- 
came sensitive to Democratic taunts that 
he was on the way to becoming the first pre- 
sident in 35 years who failed to meet one- 

-on-one withhis Sovict-counterpartron^ 

that ho was deliberately sabotaging the 
arms-control process. 

In any event Reagan has talked less 
about the “evil empire” during his second 
term, and has become visibly more inter- 
ested in summit meetings and arms-control 
negotiations. In fact, the pattern has been 
for Washington to talk about the desirabil- 
ity of summits while Moscow haV at- 
tempted to treat such meetings ns a prize 
to be awarded for U.S. acceptance of Soviet 
arm.s-control demands. 

The saving grace is that Gorbachev-has; — 
seemed to have reasons of his own — in- 
cluding a desire to head off an uncon- 


s.struincd arms race in "Star Wars” and 
other high-technology weapons — to con- 
sider meetings with Reagan desirable. 

Twice now tho Soviet leader, in the end, 
has been willing to drop the posturing and 
meet with Reagan without any important 
preconditions. 

The first Reagan-Gorbachev summit 
meeting, nt Geneva, was long on atmospher- 
ics but not much on substance beyond an 
agreement to meet ogoin. The second 
meeting, hold ot Reykjavik last October, 
proved juHt-how-dangorous it can bo fora 
president to wing it at un ill-prepared 

_8ummit. _ 

Reognn agreed to the Reykjavik summit 
on a few days’ notice; the general expecta- 
tion was that the meeting would be an infor- 
mal preliminary event to n Gorbachov sum- 
mit visit to Washington. 

The two leaders, however, plunged 
deeply into substance. They agreed in prin- 
ciple to a 50 percent cut in strotegic offen- 
sive nuclear forces and the removal from 

—Europe of modium-ronge-missilos, 

To the shock and dismay ofthe European 
allies and our own Pentagon when they 
heard about it, Rcogan went On to propose 
the elimination of all ballistic missiles over 
time, and Gorbachev trumped him by 
proposing that all strategic nuclear weap- 
ons be tossed into the garbage bin by 1996. 

As it turned out, the preliminary agree- 
ments fell apart because ofthe dispute 
over Star Wars. But European loaders, who 
look on the U.S. nuclear deterrent as vital 
to their security, have not forgotten that on 
-American president was'so Cavalierly pre- 
pared to turn a 30-year-old strategic doc- 
trine on its hood. 


The Europeans were fiirthcr irritoted by 
disclosures that Reagan had bccn'pursuing 
an orms-for-hostages deal with Iran at the 
very timo that he was lecturing allied gov- 
ernments agoinst compromising with 
terrorism. 

The lingering European resentment and 
distrust have complicated U.S.-Soviet ef- 
forts to finalize negotiations on the re- 
moval of medium-range missiles from 
Europe. But tho Soviets have said both pub- 
licly and privately that they want to pursue 
arms control now instead of waiting for 
Reagan’s successor. 

- Several knotty.problema stand in the 

way of a Euromissiic agreement, but none 
seemed insurmountable until a few days 
ago when the Soviets seemed to switch 
tactics. Plans for a mid-July meeting be- 
tween Secretary of State George P. Shultz 
and his Soviet counterpart petered out. 
Moscow has hardened the Soviet position 
while charging that Washington is to 
blame for blocking ogreement. 

— Maybe (^rbachov-no longcr-wants a sum- 
mit — or an arms-control agreement — be- 


cause Politburo has decided ^hat tho 
Democratic-run Congress, faced with o 
weakened president and terrible budget 
pressures, will slow or cancel ongoing weap- 
ons programs without requiring any recip- 
rocal action by tho Soviets. 

It is more likely, though, that the Soviets ' 
arc simply gambling that, with Reagan so 
obviously needing a diplomatic victory to re- 
pair his damaged prestige, they need only 
woit him out in order to extract concessions 
on safeguards against cheating and other . 
unresolved issues. 

The Russians may turn out to be right. 

But if Reagan stands firm and time runs 
out on his pfesidchey, it willnlso riih out bn' 
any chance of significant arms-control nego- 
tiations before 1990, the second year of a 
new administration. 

If Gorbachov runs his bluff much longer • 
in the face of that prospect, the world will 
bcicntitled to conclude that his expressed 
interest in arms control has been a con 

game all along. I

When I returned to tho Legislature after 
being defeated for governor, I mounted a 
campoign.to protect the solvency of the 
fund.

TWIN FALLS — The decision of the Twin Fnlle City 
Council orCMondny to allow a skateboard ramp at Fron- 
tier Field made 12-year-old Mike Alexander's trip to 
City Hall worthwhile. 

Alexander, a Twin Falls resident, was one ’of about 
two-dozen youth and adults who turned out to support 
the construction of the romp and were happy when the 
/ counbil said, “yes.'’’ 

Although the measure passed, the vote wasn’t 
unanimous. ' 

Council members Erik Andersen and Mary McClusky 
opposed the proposol, fearing u ramp would expose the 
city to lawsuits. 

“They think we arc very foolish because of liability,” 
McClusky said about what constituents told her. 

But those council members who voted in favor of the : 
ramp said the skateboarders should bo given a chance. 

The council voted to allow the rump — or pipe as it is 
called in skateboard lingo — behind the baseball dia- 
monds at Frontier Field. The site was the recommenda- 
tion of the Parks and Recreation Commission. 

Now that the skateboarders havirthe land, they are 
going to have to come up with the $1,500 needed to 
build the wooden structure, which will be 32-feet wide 
and long and nine-feet high. A committee of youth and 
adults already has a $250 donation from T\vin Falls 
Bonk and Trust, said State Rep. Ron Black of Twin • 
Foils. Black was appointed to head the committee by 
the council after it banned skateboarding downtown. 

Black said the group will seek $500 from businesses, 
leaving the remainder to be raised by the people who . 
will use tho ramp, which will become city property. 

In asking the council's support for the ramp. Black 
said the city takes similar liability risks with people div- 
ing off the rocks at Dierkes Lake or scoling the eight- 
foot slides. Tho difTerencc is that the skoteboarders 
would be wearing helmets. and protective pads, he 
added..

BOISE — Idaho Power Co. bus announced the sign- 
ing of controcts to buy energy from four new cogenera- 
tion and small power production projects with n com- 
bined capacity of about 19 mogawalts. the majority 
from the Magic Valley. 

The four projects controcling to 'sell electricity to , 
Idaho Power arc Dietrich Drop, 4,500 kilowatts; Rock 
Creek II near Twin Falls, 1,750 kilowatts; Magic 
Reservoir. 9,900 kilowatts; and Barber Dam near Boise, 
2,400 kiloivatts.i 

Negotiations on tho projects wore nearly complete 
when the Idaho Public Utilities Commission is.sucd a 
June order suspending a requirement that Idaho Power 
sign new contracts for cogeneralcd electricity at exist- 
ing ratc.H. The requirement was lifted until the PUC can 
study several cogeneration issues. 

In other news. Idaho Power Co. has agreed to supply 
wholesale electricity to the Utah community of Wash- 
ington City for the next 15 years, when the utility 
thinks the demand for power in its own service area 
will be nearer the current surplus supply. 

Washington City has been receiving its energy from 
Utah Power & Ligh^ Co. under u contract that allowed 
it to form a municipal utility and purchase wholesale 
power from a different supplier. 

Idaho Power said it was interested in supplying the 
city with 22,000 to 23,000 mcgawntt-hours of electricity 
annually because its energy supplies arc expected to be 
adequate for its own customers’ needs until tho late 
1990s. Revenue from the sale also can reduce the com- 
pany’s need to seek higher rates from its Idaho and Ore- 
gon customers, Idaho Power officials said.

TWIN FALLS ,- The Twin Falls

The pool will be paid for by 
money the council has already 
budgeted, an $80,000 donation from 
First Federal Savings and other 
public contributions. 

. 'The pool will be built near the 


Twin Falls High School tennis 
courts at Locust Street North and 
Stadium Boulevard. 

In its request for dcsign/build 
proposals, the city maps out its gen- 
erul'criteriu'for whufitjwuiits in u 
pool, deck, picnic area and dressing, 
room. 

The city requests, for example, 
that the pool should be 50-by-60 
meters, designed for a 50-ycnr life 
and geothermal “heot, and meet 
health standards. 

No preference is given to pool-con- 
struction materials, such as con- 
crete or stainless steel. Tho city 
does state that it prefers a stain- 


less-steel gutter system.Vtt three-

Tho total project cost is not to ex- 
ceed $1 million. 

Bidders should be prepared to pro- 
vide background on their 
quolificutions.

Albertson’s sets expansion for gblden yean^s 


BOISE, Idaho (AP) — Two years 
'away from the Us 50th anniversary, 
Albertson’s Inc. Is at the threshhotd 
of Us biggest expansion ever, one 
that will almost double Its annual 
sales within five' years and could 
make It one of the top four or five 
grocery and drug chains In the Unit- 
ed Stales, 

The move,- outlined during the 
company's annual meeting In May,, 
has drawn praise from many 
analysts, who say Bolsc-ba^d 
Albertson's Is one of the darlings of 
the food and drug business. They — 
and many others — have watched 
Albertson's stock price soar some 40 
percent In the past year. The 
message is buy. 

."We like It,'.’ sayj James Steele, 
resident vice president for Merrill, 

• lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith Inc. 
In Idaho. He estimates the company 
will report earnings per share of 
$3.40 to S3.5S In 1987, up from S3 In 
1986. Merrill Lynch expects annual 
per-shorc earnings to grow 9'.^ per- 
cent a year during the five-year 
period. 

Richard Pyle, a managing director 
at Piper, Jaffray & Hopwood Inc. In 
Minneapolis, expects Albertson's to 
grow 10 percent a year over the next 
few years. Earnings per share In 1987 
should hit $3.40 and rise to $3.75 by 
'the end of 1988. Per-share earnings 
growth should average 10 percent a 
year before 1992.

“As long as investors perceive this 
company Is going to be a very stable 
grower, those purchasers can expect 
to do bett^ than other types of In- 
vestments ... certainly better than 
bondsorCDs,''PyIesaid. ' . 

. The company “has In our opinion, 
not only regained momentum in Us 
sales and earnings,- but appears 
poised on the verge of a major now 
initiative to strengthen Us market 
share position throughout Its 
geographic territory," said New 
York-based Prudential-Bache 
Securities Inc. analyst Susan 
Schmicrer, who predicts earnings 
per share of S4 in 1988, 

In an opinion she wrote In late 
May, Schmicrer said Albertson's 
market territories overlap thoso of 
"weaker players" such as Safeway 
Stores Inc. and Lucky Stores Inc. 

"We anticipate that Albertson's 
may not only benefit from the confu- 
sion In these firms, but could actual- 
ly become an aggressor." 

Founded on the corner of I6th and 
State streets in Boise in 1939, 
Albertson's now operates more than 
400 stores in I7 Southern and 
Western states. 

Schmicrer made her forecast less 
than h week after the annuol 


meeting. Warren McCain, Alberi- 
s'on's chairman ond chief executive 
officer, said later the company In- 
tends to spend $1.3 billion — most of 
it will be Us own money -- during 
the period to finance the expansion, 
including $684 million to build some 9 
million square feet of new space. The 
compony plans to expand all existing 
stores to a 35,000-square-foot 
minimum, while new stores will be 
at least 60,000 square feet In size. - 

xMcCain predicted sales would 
move from $5.4 million In 1986 to 
about $9 billion at the end of the five 
years, vaulting the company from 
Its position as the eignih-lorgest 
food and drug choin In -the United 
States to fourth or fifth. Earnings - 
$100,2 million last year - "will be 
commensurate" with sales gains, he 
said. 

That cheers ..analysts- who say 
Albertson’s has had l7 ycits of gains 
In sales and Incon^c. a record McCain 
says Is unrivaled 'In the low-margin 
grocery business. He said one share 
of stock purchased (or $12 in 1974, 
when he became president, would be 
worth more than $220 today, con- 
sidering a pair of 2-for-l slock splits. 

"Our ... projections arc good,” 
McCain said In a recent Interview. 
"We arc not In-o-posltlon to offer 


stock ... but we feel comfortable 
with it. I'm not out selling any of 
mine, anyway." 

With a balance sheet able to sup- 
port the expansion without resorting 
to outside financing. Albertson's 
may be attractive takeover can- 
didate. McCain suggests the expan- 
sion is in part a strategy to avoid be- 
ing bought by an outside Investor. 

"The most Important thing of all 
Is keeping your assets employed 
every day so that the company Is In 


a good earnings position all the time 
(and) the stock is of a value where it 
just can’t be very attractive for 
anybody to come In and offer the 
kind of premium II would lake to 
take us over," he said. 

Most of the expansion will be 
centered In hlgh-growth areas such 
as Texas; Southern California; the 
Rocky Mountain states. Including 
Colorado, northern New Mexico and 
parts of Wyoming; and Florida. Mc- 
Cain said Albertson's will remodel. 


replace or rebuild most of Us Oregon 
outlets. 

During the period, Albertson’s , 
may hire as many as 125 new 
employees to beef up Us corporate 
staff of 500. McCain said the head- 
quarters at ParkCentcr will' be_ 
enlarged. 

"When we bought this property, 
we bought 23 acres," McCain said. 
“We can double the size of the 
building (and) we can double the size 
of the parking."

Part of the reason CDs are ahead 
of albums In terms of dollars has to 
do with their price: Albums retail 
for around $7 to $10. and compact 
disc prices remain generally $11 to 
$16. 

But in terms of soles by product, 
audiocassettes' made 48' percent of 
the market, followed by albums and 
single records with 22 percent, com-

Learning to hit batters is a subtle — and silent — part of pitcher’s education
